Old Caasldy Honnaatead D estroyed 
By PIra. 


The Cassidy homestead at Cassidy 
Corners, one of the first dwellings con 
structed in Pipestone township, was 
destroyed by fire Saturday night, the 
loss being estimated at 8800 with 8400 
insurance. 


The dwelling was occupied by Rob> 
ert Rector and was owned by him and 
his sister. Tne fire had advanced so 
far when discovered that no very suc­ 
cessful attempt could be made to re­ 
move the furniture and it was mostly 
destroyed with the building. 


The house was built early in the 
history of the county, about 60 years 
ago,and was one of the most interest­ 
ing landmarks in that community.

27.—In tho 
broid open tiére of a Sunday sun, in tho 
mldit of a protracted revival, not anuMk 
to be noen, and In the pretence of 100 In­ 
furiated people, Raymond Bunhr<M, a 
negro, yesterday evening ait 6 o'clock 
was lynched. 
He waa swung fkt>m a 
liRih tn the court house yai^ Buriirod 
was from Rockport, Ind. Several months 
ago he was taken tn and treated kindly 
by Willis Clark, a farmer in the upper 
part of the county, only to betray,Clark 
and steal his watch. For this he wai 
Imprisoned, and released two weeks ago 
from our oounty jail, after having served 
a «entence or iM days. He wai In town 
Saturday and drinking. In the afternoon 
he set out afoot, going west to theTexaa 
railway. Three miles below towiÎ. near 
Pelrl Station, he encountered Haggle 
Roberts, It years old. daughter of Ben 
Roberta a prominent farmer. He van 
her down, and violated her person.

In addition to this he beat atttd hniised 
her with a coupling pin, auid left her on 
the railroad grade to die. Tlpe news of 
the outrage spread and searching par­ 
tie« were sent In every direction. Guards 
were sent to e\*ery skiff for twenty'miles 
and his escape to Indiana was well nigh 
Impossible. 
Falling tn his attempt to 
cross at Tell City he made back over Ahe 
railroad and was captured in hiding near 
the waiting station at Falcon, a mining 
town four miles below the scene of the 
crime. Bushrod fell In with a law-abid­ 
ing crowd of four who brought him 
quietly to Hawesvllle and mirrendered 
him to the Jailer, while the town was de­ 
serted searching for him. In the mean­ 
time the offlceni got wind of a mob and 
he was fpecretly guarded In the grave­ 
yard on the hill until morritng, when he 
was again locked up. But the mob had 
been determined all da>% 
Early they 
came—afoot, on horseback, Ih wagons, 
and In trains.

They were impatient for darkness to 
cover the ground. It was rumored that 
mllltia would arrive at 4:40 from Owens­ 
boro for his protection. The angry crowd 
would not stand this, and they placed 
trusty sentinels on the hill overlooking 
to give a sign If the train bore such 
protection. The soldiers failed to come, but 
at this time the officers thought It oppor­ 
tune to play a ruse and the mob w as led 
to believe that he had escaped and a hot 
pursuit followed. The trail was followed 
only a square when an attempt to spirit 
Bushrod over the hills and out of town 
was discovered.

A few guards, ho%vever, stayed at the 
Jail, and as he was brought out the mob 
formed In front and the otilcers were 
made to yield. The excitement at this 
thne was Intense. Cannelton. Ind., had 
outpoured upon us. and promptly at S 
o'clock the march to the court house 
square, but a few feet away, was begun. 
Halting tn front of a tree on thé most 
public street In town the lynching was 
accomplished.

The negro was given a chance to. pray 
and confess, which latter he did, stat­ 
ing that Miss Roberts was his third vic­ 
tim. He also offered a prayer. When 
he was taken out of Jail he was struck 
at frequently and there are those who 
say he was dead before he was strung 
up. 
There w'as no atempt to pre­ 
vent the lynching. 
There was plMity 
of time, and a governor who has fre­ 
quently declared his abhorrence of mob 
law. 
Judge Adair advised with Cir­ 
cuit Judge Owen by telephone, but noth* 
Ing practical came of it. Identification 
of the accused was complete. He was 
taken before the girl Saturday night 
and no doubt remained. 


Thus does thifi quiet, sleepy little vil­ 
lage beat all lynch records. On Sunday, 
unmasked on the public square of a 
counly seat, not a drunken man and not 
phitol fired, a man is hung and all in 
a stone's throi^ of four churches. After 
the lynching the mob's leader, an In- 
dianlan, made a little talk in which he 
pointed to the gruesome corpae, saying: 
Here's the protection we offer our 
wives and daughters." Coroner Mitchell 
viewed the body, cut tt down and sum­ 
moned a Jury, whose verdict waa that 
Bushrod came to his death at the hands 
of “unknown parties," 


As said above'not a man was masked, 
and everybody knows everybody else 
in a community like Hawesvllle. Dur« 
Ing the entire time of the lynching not 
less than 200 women were on the hllf 
and hillside 
overlooking 
the 
public 
square and when his dangling form went 
up cheers upon top of cheers from thena 
rent the air. In fact the women gave a 
double assurance to the ones engaged 
that the proper punishment was being 
meted out.

Berlin. Sept. 27.—The reported Amer­ 
ican ultimatum to Spain ha» been re 
ceived with pronounced displeasure tiy 
the entli-e German press. 
The official 
denial from VVaKhington is generally 
disbelieved here and the denunciation 
of "jlngolimi," "Yankees insolence.” and 
the ridiculing of the Monroe doctrine 
ha%'e filled the newspapers. The Con-, 
servative prem. as usual, is the most 
violent In denouncing American a^iiI ra­ 
tions. 
The Kreux Zeitung. in an edi­ 
torial on the Forum’s article by ex-Sec- 
retary Herijert (on the Cuban question), 
condemns the policy outlined therein 
and concludi^s; 
“If more sober after­ 
thought does not dam the stream of 
American 
Chauvinism 
we 
Germans 
shall not feel sorry in the event that the 
Americans finally reach a sounder judg­ 
ment relative to their power—I. e., If 
they get a drubbing to teach them thet 
nobody may disturb the peace with Im­ 
punity.” 


The correspondent of the Associated 
Press here has made inquiries a t the 
German foreign office and in other quar­ 
ters which show that while Spain has 
approached Germany through her Ber­ 
lin ambeasedor repeatedly during the 
past year in regard to thIe. she has only 
been assured of the mol«l sympathy of 
Germany In her struggle to quell the 
Cuban Insurrection, and of the willing­ 
ness of Germany to co-operate with the 
other big powers in re-establishing by 
peaceable means e better understanding 
between Spain and the United States, in 
case serious difllcultiea erlse. 


London, Sept. 27.—The Spectator, ac­ 
cepting as a fact the report that the 
United States has admonished Spain 
finds it difficult to think war can be 
avoided, adding: ‘'Apart from the fact 
that pride and ignorance of the conse­ 
quences 
bid Spain defy the 
United 
States^ war is probably considered to be 
the best way out of thedifUcuitiea Were 
the government to propose the abandon­ 
ment of Cuba in cold blood it would 
aimply mean handing over the country 
to Don Carlos, so the government pro 
poses to employ America as the surgeon 
to do the neoosaary amputation, which 
will alone prevent the Cuban gangrene 
from spreading to the rest of the body 
politics."
